g. fertilizing at least one egg derived from each of said substantially all of said 
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plurality of nonhuman herd managed boymg female mammals, wherein fertilizing 
said at least one egg comprises fertilizing said at least one egg with a plurality of 
sex-sorted spermatozoa; 

h. producing offspring from said substantially all of said plurality of nonhuman 
hord managed bovine female mammals, wherein said offspring are produced prior 
to the typical age of puberty of said substantially all of said plurality of fl onhuma a 
fe ofd - managod bovine female mammals, and wherein said offspring comprise 
substantially all female offspring; and 

i. harvesting said substantially all of said plurality of nonhuman hord manag ed 
bovine female mammals upon the expiration of said time interval.
